It would seem now we should proceed 


of sin in the various aspects of personal 
and social life. But consideration of the 
general principles of ethics which simply 
ends with the gravity of sin hardly sup- 
plies us with courage to go on and expli- 


reason why Christianity has had the cour- 
age to proclaim God's total claim on life 
—the continuing divine judgement on 
human behavior in which motive as well 
as external act is brought to account, and to extend this voca- 
tion, law and judgment to every realm of human acitivity— 
is that all along in the process there has been a confidence in 
something beyond sin, a realization that God is more than 
judge. In fact, one of the principal ways—both in the most 
profound Christian thought and in grass-roots evangelistic 
preaching—for impressing men with reality and gravity of 
sin has been to lay the foundation for an appreciation of the 
activity of God as Saviour. An Augustine, who knew the 
seriousness of his sins, could cry, “O felix culpa! O happy guilt 
that brought so great a redemption.” And this has been the 
experience of thousands before and after his time. It was St. 
Paul’s recognition of the law in his members that warred 
with the law in his mind that caused him to go on and ask 
the question, “Who will deliver me from the body of this 
death?” Consistently enough, a man who has sufficiently hard- 
ened himself against self-criticism and the criticism of others 


; that he thinks he is “all right”—the type to which we have 
| referred who avers that he simply “lives by the Golden Rule” 
| —sees no relevance in what is the keystone of the Christian

Convention Agenda 


Suffragan Bishop to Be Elected by Diocese; 


The tentative agenda for the one hun- 
dred ninth convention of the Diocese, 
February 3 and 4, has just been released. 
One of the most important pieces of busi- 
ness assigned to the delegates is the elec- 
tion of a Suffragan Bishop. 

Registration of delegates will take place 
in the new crypt of the Cathedral from 
4 to 8 p.m., Monday, February 2, and 
from 7:30 to 9:30 a.m. the following day. 
An opening service of Morning Prayer 
and Celebration of the Holy Communion 
will be held in the Cathedral at 7:30 a.m. 
on February 3. Bishop Pike will be cele- 
brant. 

Business necessary to elect a suffragan 
will begin promptly at 10 a.m. This in- 
cludes reports from the credentials com- 
mittee stating that a quorum is present, 
the official permission to hold an election 
from the House of Bishops, and a finan- 
cial statement on arrangements. 

Four men have been nominated for the 
position by a nominating committee, 
which was appointed by the Standing 
Committee of the Diocese. These include 
(in alphabetical order) The Rev. Morris 
Fairchild Arnold, rector of Christ Church, 
Cincinnati; The Rev. Charles M. Guilbert, 
rector of St. Clement’s, Berkeley; The Rev. 
Richard Millard, rector of Christ Church, 
Alameda, and The Rev. Carl N. Tamblyn, 
rector of St. Luke’s, San Francisco. | 

According to The Rev. Edward A. 
Wicher, secretary of the Convention, nom- 
inations will also be taken from the floor. 
Any priest of the Church, Suffragan, or 
Missionary Bishop is elegible to be nomi- 
nated by those whose credentials are in 
order. 

It is expected that about 465 delegates 
will have approved credentials. For a cler- 


- gyman to be qualified to vote he must 


have been in physical residence and canon- 
ically connected with the Diocese for one 


year. 

As for the actual nominating and bal- 
loting, it is expected that it will begin 
around 11:00 in the morning. The votes 
will be cast by order—i.e., clergy and laity 
will vote separately. Secret ballots will be 
used. As in the election of Bishop Pike 
last year, a two-thirds majority of each 


_voting unit is needed for election. 


Bishop Pike has stated that his new 
Suffragan will assist him in the adminis- 
tration of the Diocese, most particularly 
in the mission field. As California is one 


of the most rapidly growing states in the 
Union, and the Diocese of California is 
making tremendous population increases, 
this is a job which could conceivably take 
the whole of a man’s time and energy. 

Results of all necessary ballots will be 
given to the convention. After one can- 
didate has received a clear majority of 
both clerical and lay votes, the election 
will be finished and the candidate will be 
so notified. The convention may then pro- 
ceed to consider the rest of its business. 

Other items on the agenda for Tuesday 
include introduction of matters for con- 
sideration by committees, reports of the 
Committees on Canons, Standing Com- 
mittee, Treasurer, and Diocesan Council. 
Diocesan officers for the coming year will 
also be elected. 


Tuesday Night 

A service of installation will be held in 
the Cathedral on Tuesday night at 8:00. 
At that time Bishop Pike will be officially 
installed into his See Church, and the 
deans of the six convocations which form 
the Diocese will also be installed. 

The Wednesday sessions will begin

with a celebration of the Holy Commu- 
nion at 8 am.—Bishop Shires celebrant. 
The minutes will be read at 9:30 a.m., fol- 
lowed by the Bishop’s annual address and 
the Archdeacon’s report. 

This will be followed by appointment 
of the Chancelicr, Examining Chaplains, 
Registrar and others to appointive offices. 
Reports by all departments, the dean of 
the Cathedral, examining chaplains and 
finance committee are also on the docket. 


The annual Diocesan dinner will be 
held in the Gold Room of the Fairmont 
at 6:45 p.m. Wednesday. The Very Rev. 
John Riley, The Rev. George Epply and 
The Rev. Samir Jamil Habiby, members 
of the Paso Robles field, will conduct a 
panel discussion. Toastmaster will be 
Bishop Shires and the two speakers of the 
evening will be Bishop Pike and The 
Very Rev. Sherman E. Johnson, dean of 
Church Divinity School of the Pacific. 


Another annual feature of the conven- 
tion is the Women’s Auxiliary meeting, 
scheduled for Thursday, February 6.

Diocese Has New Department of Stewardship; 


Canon James P. Shaw Appointed Director 


Editor’s Note: “... And of thine 
own have we given Thee” might well

The Church’s greatest opportunity is 
in the time of its members’ greatest pros- 
perity. This is both providential and per- 
plexing. Providential because the means 
to meet the need is available. It is perplex- 
ing because the Church has been seriously 
handicapped in its mission from lack of 
funds to do that which is now before it. 

Because of this contradictory situation 
it is of special significance that the newly 
created Department of Stewardship began 
its work on January 1, 1959. The plan and 

rogram of the department is a departure 
bes the traditional approach of the Epis- 
copal Church in this Diocese to the Every 
Member Canvass. 

Rather than emphasis on a once-a-year 
program, the department will institute a 
year-round, coordinated program to assist 
individuals in parishes, parishes them- 
selves, the Diocese and the greater Church 
to exercise an effective Christian Witness 
in response to the Divine Mandate to 
“Preach the Gospel unto all the World.” 
Reinforced by the Prayer Book injunction 
to “work, pray and give for the spread of 
the kingdom,” the program is based on the 
belief that the most effective response to 
the Divine Mandate is through the corpo- 
rate life and structure of the Church on 
ALL levels. 

Basically the department will seek: 

1. To strengthen the degree of commit- 
ment in all areas of the life of members of 
the Episcopal Church in the Diocese of 
California. 

2. To continue and intensify the efforts 
to change existing practices of Church giv- 
ing—where necessary. 

3. In keeping with the emphasis of the 
past few years and in line with the beliefs 
of the Bishop, the department seeks to 
implement the resolution adopted by the 
59th General Convention urging every 
Church member to “practice tithing as a 
ee Christian responsibility and privi- 

ge. 
4. To develop and teach methods to 
assist every parish and mission in the Dio- 
cese to reach this tithing goal. 

The department believes the strength of 
any program is directly related to the 


parish—hence the program will be parish 
centered. 

The proposed program of the Depart- 
ment of Stewardship will leave little time 
for the service of Canvass Direction, here- 
tofore a major emphasis. However, if there 
is a sufficient demand for such services the 
department will make the necessary ar- 
rangements. I will query the parishes and 
missions to determine their wishes. 

I am facing my new duties with the 
conviction that the only sound approach 
to the problem of parish and . aa 
finances must be in keeping with the basic 
teachings of the Church. Sometimes meth- 
ods are not in keeping with the total teach- 
ings, consequently neither the Church nor 
the individual benefitted. 


Sister Edith Frances Dies 
In St. Luke’s Hospital 


Sister Edith Frances, a member of the 
Order of St. Saviour, died December 28 
in St. Luke’s Hospital. She was 76. 

She was one of the three remaining 
nuns of that order. The other two reside 
at the convent, 722 Forty-first Avenue, San 
Francisco. They make Communion Waf- 
ers, used throughout the Diocese, in 
Hawaii and Alaska. 

Sister Edith Frances was born in Den- 
ver as Emily Edith McCarty. She entered 
the convent in 1923 and took her final 
vows in 1927. She had been an invalid for 
the last five years. 

Sister Edith Frances is survived by one 
sister, Mrs. Emily Nordstrand of Pasadena. 

A service of the Order of the Dead was 
held December 29 in the convent. Burial 
Office and Requiem Eucharist were held 
in the Chapel of Grace the following day. 

The Rev. Canon David Forbes read the 
Burial Office. Bishop James A. Pike was 
Celebrant at the Eucharist. The Rev. Au- 
gustus Hemenway was Epistoler and the 
Rev. Elmer McLaughlin, the Gospeler. 

Burial was in lona Church Yard, Cypress

Saratoga Completing 
First Unit of Building 


St. Andrew's Church, Saratoga, is now 
busily constructing its first unit on its 
building program. When completed, it 
will prove to have many features that are 
unusual and outstanding in church plan- 
ning and building. 

The most obvious feature, at this point, 
is a:vast amount of “sculptured concrete” 
(see cut) that forms the retaining walls 
and entrance ramps. This indented con- 
crete effect, conceived by architect Kings- 
ford Jones, Menlo Park churchman, was 
done by sealing four and eight inch pie 
tins inside the concrete forms. When hard- 
ened, it shows the patterned design illus- 
trated here. 

It is intended to relieve the conven- 
tional appearance of much bare concrete 
and will also harmonize with decorative 
block screens that will be used in the stair- 
way and patio portions of the building. 

This building of about 11,500 square 
feet is destined for completion in March, 
1959. It will cose about $180,000, includ- 
ing parking area. Furnishings and land- 
scaping costs are yet to be computed.

The ordinand is vicar of St. Luke’s 
Church, Atascadero.

Samir Habiby Ordained 
At St. James, Paso Robles 

The Rev. Samir Jamil Habiby, Vicar 
of San Ardo and Jolon, was ordained to 
the priesthood by Bishop James A. Pike 
on January 10. The ceremony took place 
in St. James’ Church, Paso Robles. 


Mr. Habiby was presented for ordina- 


tion by the Very Rev. John Riley, rector 
of St. James’ Church and Dean of the 
Convocation of San Luis Obispo. The Very 
Rev. Frederick W. Putnam, rector of St. 
Matthew's Church, Evanston, Ill., was the 
preacher. The Very Rev. David Hill, rector 
of All Saints’, Carmel, was Litanist; Epis- 
toler was the Very Rev. Harry Lee, dean of 
St. James’ Cathedral, Fresno, and the Rev. 
George Epply, a member of the Paso 
Robles field, was Gospeler. The Preface to 
the ordinal was read by the Rev. Paul 
Focht and the Rev. Richard Engeseth, 
vicar of St. Peter’s, Morro Bay, was Chap- 
lain to the Bishop. 

The Rev. Mr. Habiby is the first Arab 
to be ordained in the Episcopal Church in 
the United States. He is on loan to this 
country from the Diocese of Jordan, Leb- 
anon and Syria. He is here to work with 
the new Town and Country ministry in 
the Paso Robles field, and will take this 
system back to the Middle East next year. 

Mr. Habiby is the son of Mr. and Mrs. 
Jamil I. Habiby. His father was a high 
court judge and is now Chancellor of the 
Archdiocese of the Middle East. 

Mr. Habiby came to this country in 
1954, on an International Lions Club 
college scholarship. He received his Bach- 
elor of Arts degree from Phillips Univer- 
sity, Enid, Okla. In 1954 he was appointed 
by the Archbishop of Canterbury to be a 
delegate from the Archdiocese of the Mid- 
dle East to the Anglican Congress, held in 
Minnesota. He was also appointed to be 
an observer at the World Council of 
Churches that year. 

He received his theological education 
from Seabury-Western Seminary, Evans- 
ton, lil., and was graduated from Church 
Divinity School of ‘the Pacific in June, 
1958. He was ordained Deacon that same 
month.

Convention Will Hear 
Needs of Institutions 


The financial plight of the Diocesan in- 
stitutions will be presented before the 
convention this month. 

Nine services or institutions carry the 
title “Diocesan institution” yet none of 
them receives any financial aid from the 
Diocese itself. 

The idea to aid our own institutions was 
supported unanimously at the recent clergy 
conference. It was then presented to Dio- 
cesan Council, but due to procedure was 


too late to be included in the 1959 budget. 

Request for financial assistance to these 
institutions will be presented by the De- 
partment of Christian Social Relations 
through its chairman, the Rev. William 
B. Murdock. He will ask convention dele- 
gates to approve the principle of support 
and a minimum amount needed by the 
institutions in 1959. The amount ($36,- 
000) is only a token of what is really 
needed. However, it will help to continue 
urgently needed, ongoing programs and it 
will materially strengthen their ability to 
secure funds from other sources. 

Many parishes have already indicated to 
the department their intent to include in 
their budgets their share of requested 
funds. 

It is to be hoped that the delegates will 
follow the initiative taken by Clergy Con- 
ference and by some of the parishes and 


accept the proposal. 


Cathedral Stalls for 
Deans of Convocations 


At the suggestion of Bishop Pike, deans 
of the various convocations will have of- 
ficial stalls in Grace Cathedral. This will 
officially take effect at the service of instal- 
lation on Tuesday, February 3, at 8 p.m. 

The rural Deans will be seated on the 
Gospel side of the Church, directly behind 
the organ console. Plaques, inscribed in 
Latin and with appropriate shield, now 
being designed, will identify each stall. 
These plaques will be of carved wood. 

The convocation deans are the Very 
Rev. Henry Getz, dean of the convocation 
of Marin; the Very Rev. Richard Millard, 
dean of convocation of Oakland; the Very 
Rev. Carl N. Tamblyn, dean of the convo- 
cation of San Francisco; the Very Rev.

Installation Address 


At National Cathedral 
Washington, D. C. 


Editor’s Note: This is the full text 
of the sermon preached by The Rt. 
Rev. Arthur Lichtenberger at his in- 
stallation as the twenty-first Pre- 
siding Bishop of the Protestant 
Episcopal Church in the U. S. on 
January 14, in the National Cathe- 
dral, Washington, D. C. 


An occasion like this in the life of the 
Church is a moment of thanksgiving and 
hope. It is a time for remembrance and 
expectation. This double response to God's 
mercy and demand is always centered for 
us in the present moment, in the oppor- 
tunities and tasks that immediately con- 
front us, in our situation as it is now. This 
is what we say repeatedly in the General 
Thanksgiving, “Almighty God, Father of 
all mercies, we, thine unworthy servants, 
do give thee most humble and hearty 
thanks for all thy goodness and Jloving- 
kindness to us, and to all men. . . . And, 
we beseech thee, give us that due sense of 
all thy mercies . . . that we show forth 
thy praise, not only with our lips, but in 
our lives, by giving up ourselves to thy 
service.” A due sense of God's mercies; the 
offering of our selves to his service, this is 
the pattern and the substance of the Chris- 
tian life. 

So first of all we give thanks to God 
that he has brought us here today. We 
think of God’s goodness to us in our own 
lives, of his gift of the Church and what it 
has meant to us to be members of Christ's 
Body. We give thanks for our own Church, 
for all who have served and loved her and 
who have made this day possible for us. 
In particular now we give thanks to God 
for the ministry of Henry Knox Sherrill as 
our Presiding Bishop these past twelve 
years, for his vision, his courage, his utter 
devotion to the work he was given to do. 


This time of transition, of the induction 
of a new Presiding Bishop into his office, 
is not of great significance in itself. Or 
to put it more precisely, the focus of at- 
tention now is not the person of the Pre- 
siding Bishop, whoever he may happen to 
be, but the continuing life of the Church. 
I do want to say, however, now that I 
have been given this responsibility, how 
grateful I am for the encouragement and 


support of so many friends. This encour- 
agement and support and the strength that 
comes from your prayers will sustain me. 

But, as I have said, it is the continuing 
life of the Church that gives this service 
of installation its significance and its 
meaning. And we see clearly, particularly 
at a time of transition such as this, that 
whatever God calls his Church to do, 
however impossible of accomplishment 
the tasks before us may seem to be, we are 
to face this call neither with confidence 
in our own strength or with fear because 
of our own weakness, but rather remem- 
bering what great things God has done 
for us already, we believe that he has 
better things for us in store. 

In St. John’s Gospel, in the fifteenth 
chapter there are some words of our Lord 
which say this concisely. “You did not 
choose me, but I chose you and appointed 
you that you should go and bear fruit and 
that your fruit should abide.” These words 
are spoken to each one of us, and to us 
all together in the Church. We have been 
chosen, we have been appointed, we are 
to bear fruit, and our fruit is to last. 


Initiative Rests with God 


But do you see the point, the whole 
point here and everywhere in the New 
Testament? That the initiative rests with 
God and not with us? Whatever we do is 
all response. “Herein is love, not that we 
loved God, but that he loved us.” It is true 
that responsibility is laid upon us in the 
Church. We have been chosen, and ap- 
pointed, and we are to bear fruit. But it 
is God who has chosen us, it is God who 
has appointed us, it is the fruit of God's 
Spirit that will be produced in us. And 
this is the deepest root of our thankfulness. 
For where would we be and how would we 
feel, if having been chosen and appointed, 
we were left to our own devices? 


So our hope and expectation as we look 
at what we must do now and in the days 
ahead, come out of the very nature of our 
gratitude to God. St. Augustine has ex- 
pressed it. “It is not that we keep his com- 
mandments and that then he loves us, but 
that he loves us and then we keep his com- 
mandments.” Without his love God's 
commandments are impossible; with his 
love they are still beyond us, but our striv-

ing is no longer losing. In the assurance 
and confidence of God’s love there is, as 
T. S. Eliot has said, for us “only the try- 
ing. The rest is not our business.” This 
is to live in faith and leave the issue to 
God’s wisdom. 

Well what then of the trying, what of 
the effort required of us that we may bear 
fruit? I speak now of the responsibilities 
that are before us as a Church at work in 
this country and in lands overseas. The 
opportunities are so great and all that we 
have now to meet these opportunities 
seems so inadequate. How can we do 
what needs to be done? This is the ques- 
tion. A bishop in an overseas missionary 
diocese tells how he visited a village for 
the baptism of the first group of converts. 
The new Christians were ragged, illiterate, 
slow to respond. “One of those waves of 
unbelief comes over me,” he said. “What 
shall we ever make of them? Then at once 
I am ashamed. Who are those keen eager 
young men moving quietly among them? 
They are from the same village. A year 
ago they were as unpromising as these. 
The question what can we make of them 
is the question of an unbeliever; the 
proper question is what can the Holy 
Spirit make of them.” And that is the 
proper question for us as we face our 
responsibilities. Not, how can we possibly 
do what needs to be done? But what can 
the Holy Spirit do through us when we 
are open and humble enough for his 
action? The answer is: he can make us 
witnesses to Christ, he can bring fotth 
fruit in us, fruit that will abide. 


This is our deepest need, to believe this 
and to live by this. All our programs, all 
our plans without this are what Carlyle 
called “quaint galvanic sprawlings,” and 
many people quickly see them for what 
they are: mere schemes and devices. I do 
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not want to be misunderstood. Plans and 
programs and united effort are good and 
necessary. In our parishes and dioceses, in 
National Council and General Convention 
we must be familiar with both our re- 
sources and the opportunities before the 
Church and then work to develop our re- 
sources and make them available. This is 
not the time or the place to speak of this 
in any detail, but this is a necessary part 
of our effort; this is to clear the way so 
that we do not through ignorance and 
unreadiness hinder the work of the Holy 
Spirit. Yet whatever we do, we know 
that the fruit which we are to bear is 
primarily God's work, it is ours only as he 
works through us. So if we let the invig- 
orating wind of the Spirit refresh and em- 
power us, then we will think, we will de- 
cide, we will act. It is for this that we have 
been chosen, appointed. 


There are two words which have been 
in my mind constantly these past few 
months as I have been thinking about the 
task of the Church in our day. All that 
we were concerned with at the Lambeth 
Conference centered also I think in these 
two words; they are essential to the very 
nature of the Church. 


First Word Is Mission 


The first word is mission. The Church 
has a mission, it is the mission, it is sent 
to serve God in the world. This is the 
only work it has: to be the channei 
through which God makes himself known, 
to be the obedient servant of God. But 
what does it mean for the Church to obey 
God now in this present world, this angry 
world, this world so afraid, heading ap- 
parently toward self-destruction? The an- 
swer can be found only in the midst of 
the actual circumstances in which we live. 
The answer can be found only by a re- 
pentant Church, a Church always aware 
that it stands under God's judgment, that 
it is a means not an end, a Church always 
living in expectation of a renewed life. 
But we must know how to read the signs 
of renewal. For example. All over the 
Church we are building many new 
churches and parish houses and establish- 
ing new missions. Is this a sign that we 
are bearing fruit that abides? It may be. 
But this kind of activity in itself is not 
renewal. We cannot be content with this 
and say, here is sufficient proof of our 
obedience. A good many years ago during 
an earlier building boom one of the great 
denominations of our country was build- 
ing a new church a day. Then when 
Robert Ingersoll said in a public lecture 
that “the churches were dying out all over 
the land,” a telegram was sent to him by 
a leader of that Church saying, “We'll 
make it two a day.” If a serious critic of 
the Church says that the Church has little 
relevance to the daily life of its members 


the answer cannot be: then double the 
number of communicants. How true it is 
that “there is only one place at which a 
genuine renewal of the life of the Church 
can take place, namely at the point at 
which its mission of transforming the 
world is being fulfilled. The only real 
renewal is a healing and saving manifesta- 
tion of the power of love in open and 
courageous encounter with the world.” 


This is the mission on which the Church 
is sent and it carries us into every part of 
the world and into the whole of life. This 
means that the Church comes to man not 
in his extremity at the point where all 
else fails. The Church stands not on the 
outskirts but in the center of the town. 
We do not live in a world of worship and 
piety apart from the world we encounter 
in office or factory, at home or on the 
street. The gospel speaks to the totality of 
life; all that we do individually or to- 
gether, stands under the judgment of God 
and all our ways are to be conformed to 
his will. We can establish many new 
missions, we can baptize and confirm large 
numbers of people, we can have standing 
room only at our services, but unless we 
know that we are in the Church in order 
that we may praise and serve God in the 
world and that it is this effort which con- 
stitutes obedience, then what we are do- 
ing is woefully inadequate. This is to 
lock ourselves in, this is to make the 
Church irrelevant. The encounter of the 
Church with the whole man and with the 
whole of life brings perplexities and un- 
certainty and suffering, but this is also 
the way of joy for to obey God is to enter 
into an exciting adventure. So we work 
for the transformation of the world know- 
ing quite well we can never accomplish 
it. But we make our decisions—that is to 
live our faith—in the conviction that the 
world into which God has entered with 
his redeeming power will in his own time 
be transformed, and the kingdom of this 
world will become the kingdom of our 
Lord and of his Christ. 


Other Word Is Unity 


The mission of the Church. The other 
word is unity. Whatever may be our con- 
victions about the right approaches to 
unity, all of us surely pray that the Church 
may be visibly one. There is one body and 
one Spirit, one Lord, one faith, one bap- 
tism, one God and Father of all. The 
Church is one in Christ Jesus. Over twenty 
years ago in Edinburgh at the Second 
Conference on Faith and Order this essen- 
tial unity was affirmed. “We are one,” 
those Christians said, “in faith in our Lord 
Jesus Christ, the incarnate word of God. 
This unity does not consist in the agree- 
ment of our minds or in the consent of 
our wills, it is founded in Jesus Christ 
himself.” This is the unity God has given 


us. But we have broken that unity.and 
greatly our witness is weakened because 
we are divided. How hard it is for a di- 
vided Church to bear witness of the one 
Lord to a divided world. 

Here again our part is to clear the way 
so that God may lead us into that unity 
which belongs to the Church of Christ. 
I believe we are finding our way, by God's 
grace, into a deeper unity within our own 
communion. We are coming to under- 
stand more clearly what it means to be- 
long to a Church which is both Catholic 
and Reformed. This is not an uneasy 
compromise which will have to be re- 
solved eventually one way or another. It 
may appear so, with those who call them- 
selves Catholics or Evangelicals each con- 
tending for his own tradition and often 
contending against each other. There is a 
far better way. It is not necessary that 
some be Catholics and some Evangelicals; 
each of us can know and manifest in his 
own life that comprehensiveness which 
we so greatly cherish. The two parts of 
our heritage are not incompatible and op- 
posed elements, but are essential aspects 
of God's truth. They are, as F. D. Maurice 
said, “signs of the kingdom of Christ.” 
This is a rich inheritance we have, can we 
not accept it all and grow in our under- 
standing of it? Pray then, that God may 
lead us into a renewed and deepened unity 
among ourselves, and be a worker for unity 
among your own brethren. 

And then beyond our own Church, be- 
yond the Anglican Communion, we long 
for the unity of all who believe in the 
Lord Jesus Christ. The unity we desire is 
the fulfillment of the unity we have. This 
is the unity given to us by Christ in his 
act of self-giving: “And I if I be lifted 
up will draw all men unto me.” Unity is 
not something which is to be fashioned 
and put together by us. The Church of 
Christ in its essential nature is one, as 
Christ himself is one. Yet here as in our 
own lives the requirement is laid upon 
us to become what we are. We are one 
body in Christ, but we must constantly 
pray to be delivered from fear and inertia 
and despair; and work that we may so 
enter into that unity that it becomes vis- 
ible and operative in this world. Surely 
this is not a concern and activity for those 
who happen to be interested in Church 
unity; this is inseparable from the mission 
of the Church. 

So as God's thankful people we dedicate 
ourselves anew to the mission of the 
Church and to the search for unity. We 
have before us an opportunity unique in 
the history of the Church. If God is the 
Lord of history, as we believe, then we 
cannot think that this time is some terrible 
mistake. This day, as every day, is the 
Day of the Lord. And so we rejoice that

I have noted with increasing disquie- 
tude a growing tendency on the part of the 
editors of the PACIFIC CHURCHMAN to 
refer to all priests of the Episcopal Church 
(Bishops and Deans excepted) as “Fath- 
er.” Earlier in the present editor's incum- 
bency, this reference to “Fr. this” or “Fr. 
that” seemed to occur in a manner indi- 
cating some attempt to be selective, since 
those whose names were so identified 
seemed, in most part, to be of the Anglo- 
Catholi 


All of us in the Diocese are acu 
aware that certain basic phases of our faith 
are in a state of what might be termed 
“dynamic flux” with “high,” “low,” and 
“broad” churchmen testing both intellect- 
ually and liturgically the Anglo-Catholic, 
liberal, and evangelical traditions of the 
faith. That no one school of thought has an 
overwhelming majority in the Diocese 
was Clearly manifested during the recent 
election of our new Diocesan. 


I have not heretofore been moved to 
write the “Churchman” as long as there 
seemed to be some editorial attempt to 
apply use of the term “Father” only to 
those clergymen who truly desire to be so 
identified. However, in the November is- 
sue, almost every article (other than those 
gleaned from parish news columns) iden- 
ified all clergy other than deacons, as the 
Rev. Mr. So-and-So, and thenceforth he 
became Fr. So-and-So. This happened to 
the late Henry Ohlhoff and may very pos- 
sibly explain that recent little earthquake 
in the Bay Area. Of all people noz to tie 
the “Fr.” title to, it was he. Make no mis- 
take, the term is opprobrious to a great 
many of both the clergy and the laity just 
as it was to our late Diocesan. This point 
of view has been sustained traditionally by 
the appelation “Romish” to the custom of 

ing clergy as “Father,” and histori- 
cally has its basis in holy scripture in 
Matthew, 23:09. “The Interpreter's Bible,” 
published by Abingdon-Cokesbury, has an 
illuminating exposition on the subject by 
Dr. George Buttrick with an exegesis by 
Dean Sherman Johnson. This might make 
interesting reading to clergy and laity 
alike who without serious consid- 
eration some of the so-called “newer ways” 
of the Church. 


May I y suggest that hence- 
forth the editor reserve use of the title 
“Father” only to those clergy whose 
known desire it is to be so desig- 


nated. Perhaps other readers would be in- 
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terested in commenting on this subject.

Service of Installation Officially 
Receives Bishop Pike in Cathedral 


Bishop Pike will officially be received | 
into his See Church at a colorful and an- 
cient ceremony of installation at Grace 
Cathedral, February 3, 8 p.m. The service 
will be held on the first evening of Dio- 
cesan Convention. 

This service is the only liturgical rite 
in which the Bishop is formally recognized 
as a Diocesan. Dean Bartlett, as head of 
the Cathedral Clergy, will admit the 
Bishop, and install him as Rector of the 
Church. 

The service will open with a procession 
which will include the Dean, Canons of 
the Cathedral, Trustees of the Cathedral, 
Standing Committee, Diocesan Council 
and all clergy of the Diocese. 

The Bishop will then knock three times 


at his door, and will be admitted to the 
Cathedral by the Dean and Canons, who 
will escort him formally into the great 
choir. At that point, Dean Bartlett, and 
Bishop Sumner Walters of San Joaquin, 
as president of the Province, will install 
him in the Bishop's throne. 

This will be followed by an address by 
the Bishop and an anthem. 

Following the sermon, Bishop Pike and 
Dean Bartlett will install the six deans of 
the convocation into their newly created 
stalls. This is the first time the deans have 
had official seating in the great choir. 

A sung Te Deum and retiring proces- 
sion will mark the end of the rites. All 
music will be aia by the Cathedral 
Choristers. 
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religion and has never allowed God to 
work in his life as Redeemer.

physician. 

On the other hand, our knowledge that 
a physician has cures at his disposal gives 
us the confidence to undergo a thorough- 
going examination. Prescription furnishes 
a motive for diagnosis. Thus the all-out 
character of Christian ethics can be ex- 
plained only because the /aw is not the 
last word in the Christian religion. And, 
entirely apart from theory, an individual 
is not likely to accept the full dimension 
of the ethics unless he has confidence that 
there are resources beyond the ethics. All 
men seek some basis of self-acceptance. If 
they do not know a way beyond ethics they 
will seek to accept themselves within 
ethics—by the process of lowering the 
ethical standards to fit their own measure 
or by the use of rationalizations to enable 
them to find bad to be good or otherwise 
to render themselves blameless and hence 
acceptable to themselves. 


There is a second consideration which 
takes us back to theology before we can 
proceed with ethics. We are concerned 
with ethics for human beings who are 
both free and rational, not merely with 
rules of conduct for animals. Hence more 
basic than what the particular rules are 
is the reason for goodness, the motivation 
for ethical behavior. In one sense it is 
enough to support good behavior that 
God has required such behavior. But 
since, as we have seen, our relationship 
with God is personal, not abstract, what 
kind of a person He is and how He has 
related himself to us determines the ex- 
tent of our attraction to goodness and the 
character of our motivation to goodness. 
An especially fruitful motive for any 
action in interpersonal relations is grat- 
itude. We naturally desire to express our 
thanks for what is given us beyond our 
merits. Again, a man who thinks that his 
own merits are enough will lack the mo- 
tivation of gratitude for God's dealing 
with us in our sins. For the Stoic the 
motivation for goodness is that the world 
is structured on the basis of goodness. 
There is a sound motive, but it does not 
approach the fullness and warmth of the 
Christian's motivation. The Christian also 
wants to be good because God has taken 
pain to enter into the hurt and guilt of his 
sins and has redeemed him from them. 

And there is a third consideration which 
calls for an entry into the field of theology 
at this point in our analysis. After he has 
broken the back of a disease a good phys- 
ician his patient in ways which

God has brought us to this time, for it is 
his time and therefore a good time and we 
pray that we may be penitent and humble 
and open so that God may use us for his 
purpose. When we are fearful then, or 
hesitant or dismayed, when the tasks seem 
far beyond our strength; or when we are 
confident and assured, let us take heart and 
remember that it is God who has chosen 
us, God who has appointed us, God who 
will bring forth fruit in us. And to him 
be the glory and the praise for ever and 
ever. 


will bring him in an increasingly better 
health. So for the Christian, God not 
only supplies diagnosis of the illness (the 
work of judgment), not only saves the 
patient. (the work of redemption); He 
has given us His Holy Spirit to channel- 
ize the motive of gratitude into increas- 
ing fulfillment of our vocation. This is 
the work of sanctification. Thus it is that 
God's nature as Trinity of Father, Son and 
Holy Spirit is not merely an abstract mat- 
ter of the theological analysis of the nature 
of God; it is the full dimension of God's 
dealing with us. It is the theme under- 
lying the variations of individual fulfill- 
ment. It is the structure which supports 
the possibility of man’s whole ethical 
experience, a possibility which oe 
Kierkegaard has summed up as “The 

found humiliation of man, the boun a 
love of God, and endless striving born 
of gratitude.” This is the Christian dy- 


namic for goodness. 


Lord Bishop of Dunwich 
Leads School of Prophets 


The first meeting of the 1959 School of 
the Prophets was held in Cathedral House, 
January 19 through 23. Leader of this ses- 
sion was the Rt. Rev. Thomas Cashmore, 
Lord Bishop of Dunwich. The topic un- 
der consideration was “Problems Confront- 
ing the Anglican Communion in the 
World Situation.” 

Bishop Cashmore visited United States 
Air Force bases in this country before ar- 
riving in San Francisco. During the war 
many American airmen were stationed in 
his Diocese, and he was personally ac- 
quainted with many of them. 


Besides leading the school, he accepted 
several speaking engagements during his 
stay in the Bay Area. 

On Tuesday, January 20, he was guest 
speaker at the International Rotary Club, 
at their weekly meeting in the Palace Ho- 
tel. The following day, as guest of the 
chaplains of Hamilton Air Force Base, he 
was guest preacher at a service of Even- 
song. The Rev. Henry Getz of San Rafael 
was Officiant. Following the service, the 
clergy of the convocation of Marin and 
their wives were guests at a dinner in his 
honor at the Hamilton Field officers club. 


Bishop Cashmore also was guest preach- 
er at the 11 a.m. service in St. Paul’s 
Church, Oakland, on Sunday, January 25. 


Parish Leaders’ Institute 
Held in Novato Church 


St. Francis’ Church, Novato, was host to 
the first Parish Leaders Institute to be held 
in the Diocese. The meetings were held 
from dinner, January 30, to the afternoon 
of February 1. 


The Parish Leaders Institute is the third 
of a series of group dynamic inspired dis- 
cussions, led by National Council, to be 
held throughout the country. 


It was conducted by the Rev. Norman 
Hall and the Rev. Sumner Walters, Jr., 
both members of the National Council 
Department of Religious Education. Rep- 
resentatives from four parishes, the Rev. 
Richard Byfield, Executive Assistant to the 
Bishop, and the Rev. Trevor Hoy, director 
of the Department of Education for the 
Diocese, were in attendance. 

According to the Rev. Richard Shackell, 
rector of the host church, the meetin 


were used to help define the functions of a 


parish leader. They also helped leaders 
make effective use of the r.:ethods and 
tools provided by National Council. 

It is hoped that the leaders who attended 
this meeting will go back to their respec- 
tive parishes and convocations and hold 
similar sessions.

Tells Needs, Requirements for Chaplains 


When one thinks about the military 
chaplaincy for a vocation, it is proper to 
consider that here is a two-fold ministry. 
It comprises active service for the Church, 
and active service for the country. A chap- 
lain is a regularly ordained priest who has 
received ecclesiastical endorsement from 
the endorsing agency of the Church to 
serve as a military chaplain. This endorse- 
ment includes his Bishop’s consent, which 
is required before an endorsement is 
granted. He also has received a commis- 
sion from the government to serve in the 
Chaplain’s Corps of a designated branch 
of the Armed Services. He exercises his 
ministry within the military establishment. 

Also it is required for initial appoint- 
ment that an applicant shall not have 
passed his 34th birthday; that he has grad- 
uated from a recognized college with 120 
semester hours’ credit, and also graduated 
from a recognized theological seminary 
with 90 semester hours’ credit. He shall 
be able to pass the required physical ex- 
amination and be mentally and spiritually 
adaptable to the type of life and work in 
the Service. 

There are three branches of the Armed 
Services—the Army, the Navy, and the 
Air Force. The profession of the ministry 
is about the same in each one, but natur- 
ally there would be routine differences 
peculiar to each branch or to the type of 
assignment. 

What does a chaplain do? He exercises 
his vocation as a priest within the life of 
the military. He is the chaplain to all the 
personnel in his unit. He will normally 
officiate at religious services, celebrate the 
Holy Communion, and conduct a general 
service each Sunday and on special occa- 
sions. He may give religious instruction 
and, of course, there will be baptisms and 
—at times—confirmations. He will give 
Character Guidance or dynamics of moral 
leadership lectures. As a staff officer, there 
may be some boards or councils to which 
he might be appointed. He will have cer- 
tain formations to attend, and will partici- 

te in the activities of his unit. There will 

visits to patients in the hospital and to 
personnel in the guard house or brig. 
There will be personal counseling with 
military personnel and also with their 
dependents. The chaplain will consult with 
his superiors on matters pertaining to re- 
ligious and morale factors. He will go 
wherever his orders indicate, and wherever 
he goes, he is the chaplain. 

A good chaplain is always a busy man, 
on his post or base—on maneuvers—on 
his ship. At home or overseas he is the 
chaplain who may inspire others by his 


word and by his example—strong in his 
faith in God, and sturdy in his life which 
is based on that Faith. He should always 
read and study that he may grow in his 
profession. After his tour of duty is over 
and he returns to a civilian post, he should 
be a stronger and wiser priest, and also he 
will be able to share in comradeship with 
all those of his parish who took their 
turn in military service at one time or an- 
other. He will be capable of being an ex- 
perienced advisor to the young men who 
will be entering upon active duty, and 
also to their families. 

In order to become a chaplain, a clergy- 
man should select a branch of the Service 
and then write to the Office of the Chief 
of Chaplains of that branch at Washing- 
ton 25, D. C, requesting the necessary 
forms for making application. These he 
should complete and return to that office. 
It is necessary for every chaplain to receive 
the ecclesiastical endorsement of the 
Church so the applicant should also write 
to the Armed Forces Division, National 
Council of the Protestant Episcopal 
Church, 281 Fourth Ave., New York 10, 
N. Y., requesting forms for this applica- 
tion. For individual questions and infor- 
mation, the Armed Forces Division will 
be very glad to assist at any time. Before 
the endorsement may be granted, it is 
necessary to obtain the consent of the ap- 
plicant’s Bishop, and the Division also in- 
cludes a form for his convenience. 

It usually takes from three to six months 
from the time the applicatiton is in the 
Chief of Chaplain’s office before an ap- 
pointment may be granted. This is partly 
due to the required security check. If one 
is planning to go on active duty, it is well 
not to resign officially from a civilian post 
until orders for duty are received. 

Our Church needs at this time five more 
chaplains for active duty in each branch— 
the Army, the Navy, and the Air Force. 
These would enable us to do our proper 
share in ministering to those on active 
duty in the Armed Services. 

To serve both the Church and the Na- 


tion in this most important and extensive 


ministry is a great opportunity for a quali- 
fied clergyman. A truly missionary spirit is 
called for in order to serve those men and 
women in the military services, who— 
themselves—are serving us, the Nation 
and the Church. And the Church and the 
Nation are calling!

Saint Margaret's Wins 
National Accreditation 


Saint Margaret's Episcopal Church 
Training School for Women in Berkeley 
has been accredited by the American As- 
sociation of Schools of Religious Educa- 
tion. 

It now becomes the first school of relig- 
ious education of the Episcopal Church to 
be nationally accredited, Dean Katharine 
A. Grammer said. It is one of approxi- 
mately 20 schools of all denominations to 
gain accreditation. 


Accreditation has been given by the 
California Board of Education on a yearly 
basis. The Berkeley school is one of two 
Episcopal training centers for women in 
the United States. 

Saint Margaret’s grants the master’s de- 
gree in Christian Education to college 
graduates completing a two-year course. 
A certificate in Christian Education is 
awarded to non-graduates who complete 
an alternate course. 

At present there are 12 girls working 
for the master’s degree and seven for the 
certificate. 

They will enter the work of the Church 
as directors of Christian Education, col- 
lege workers, church workers in the Town 
and Country program, or as overseas mis- 
sionaries. 

Students come from all parts of the An- 
glican communion. Graduates are at work 
now in India, Japan, Liberia, Mexico and 
the Philippines, as well as throughout the 
United States. 

The school was incorporated in 1914 
under the name The Deaconness Training 
School of the Pacific. But history actually 
began in 1907 when two women of St. 
Mark’s Parish in Betkeley began studies to 
prepare for churchwork. 

The rector, the Rev. Edward Lambe Par- 
sons, later Bishop of California, lent his 
support and Anita Hodgkin, one of the 
first students, became dean of the incor- 
porated school and added the name “School 
for Christian Service.” 

In 1929, the school moved to 1820 
Scenic Avenue, its present location, and 
was reincorporated as Saint Margaret's 
House in 1950. 

Saint Margaret's was “adopted” by the 
Province of the Pacific and in 1955 gained 
recognition as a national institution. 

The school is located only a block from 
Church Divinity School of the Pacific 
seminary, and from the campus 
of the University of California. 


of St. Mary the Virgin, San Francisco. The 
gift is ear-marked to help relieve the

ST PETER’S, SAN FRANCISCO 


On December 16, Tuesday, I visited St. 
Peter’s, San Francisco, for an evening con- 
firmation service. It was a large class es- 
pecially since this was my second yisita- 
tion within the year. The Rector, the Rev. 
John Collins, will retire this year after 
a long and fruitful ministry, most of 
which has been spent in San Francisco. 
He has made in these years a great con- 
tribution to both the Church and civic 
life of this great city. It is good to know 
he will continue to live in our midst. The 
next evening I had the pleasure of ordain- 
ing the Rev. Garret Conklin to the priest- 
hood in the Church Divinity School 
Chapel, acting for the Bishop of Erie. Mr. 
Conklin is the vice-dean of C.D.S.P. and 
had a most successful business career be- 
fore entering the ministry. 

A new mission was formally organized 
on December 18 at Fairfax near San 
Rafael and given the name of St. Augus- 
tine. The Rev. Charles Carroll is in charge 
and has had the responsibility of bringing 
it into being. The meeting was held first 
and dinner served afterward. We are 
grateful to the Rev. Henry Getz who has 
so gladly relinquished some of his par- 
ishioners to make the venture possible. 
Afterwards I went with the Rector to St. 
Paul’s, San Rafael, to confirm a large class 
of confirmands, the second group within 
a few months thus to be presented. Mr. 
Getz is also dean of Marin Convocation 
and has been similarly unselfish in giving 
up his parishioners to help start new 
churches, both at McNear’s Beach, the 
Church of the Redeemer, and at Marin- 
wood, the Church of the Nativity. 

On Saturday I confirmed a class at Holy 
Trinity, Richmond, for the Rev. George 
Ridgway. This is the last class he will 
present from this parish because he is 
leaving shortly to succeed the Rev. Ken- 
neth Sandercock at St. James’, Monterey.
